Chapter Headings 


HE chapter heading is another of 

those seemingly unimportant details 

thru which it is possible to give typo- 
graphic character and quality to the trade 
edition book without unduly running up 
the expense of composition. Next, perhaps, 
to the title-page, it offers the layout man 
his greatest opportunity. A setting that is 
quite commonplace and uninteresting in it- 
self can very often be redeemed, or at least 
partially redeemed, by a little attention to 
the style of the chapter heading and its 
companion element, the running head or 
running title, while a setting that would 
otherwise be good can be spoiled by a 
sloppy or inappropriate treatment. 

The title-page, ordinarily speaking, is 
the only typographic element in the trade 
edition book that receives more than casual 
attention in the planning, the chapter and 
running headings being left to take care of 
themselves. The designer or layout man 
is entitled to do a little “fussing” with 
title-pages—notwithstanding which, one 
finds book after book in which the body 
matter is set, say, in Century and the title 
page in Caslon (or vice versa) without the 
least regard for typographic consistency. 
Such obvious errors as this are not matters 
of cost—which, of course, is the ever pres- 
ent bug-bear of the manufacturing mana- 
ger—but matters of haste, bad judgment, 
and willingness to take the first thing that 
comes along rather than the more appro- 





priate thing that may be just as readily 
available. A little intelligent planning be- 
fore the manuscript is put into type will 
not only enable such errors to be avoided 
and improve the quality and interest of the 
book, but will in the majority of cases 
more than pay for itself in the time it saves 
and the economies it makes possible in the 
handling of the manuscript in the compos- 
ing room. 

We repeat once more what is, after all, 
the main point in this series of articles, 
that good typography for the trade edition 
book is not so much a question of cost as 
of picking the right type faces and making 
intelligent use of them. The best proof 
of this is the work that is being turned out 
by the university presses at Harvard, Yale, 
Princeton, Chicago, and elsewhere and by 
some of the more progressive book pub- 
lishers. 

The style of chapter heading that is 
most frequently called for in the ordinary 
run of book work is the plain “dropped” 
head, such as is shown at the upper left in 
our illustration.* ‘This may vary in setting 
according to the general style decided on 
for the book, the nature of the copy, and 
the characteristics of the particular face 
and size of type used. It might, for in- 
stance, be set in upper and lower case a 
size larger than the body type or with the 
chapter number in caps and small caps and

(It is, perhaps, worth repeating here, 
even tho it has been so often stated before, 
that in any given size of any given body 
type there are six different ways in which 
a word or a line may be set: 


ROMAN CAPS 

Roman Upper and Lower Case 

Caps AND SMALL CAPs 

ITALIC CAPS 

Italic Upper and Lower Case 

LEVEL SMALL CAPS 
Any of these is available without going 
outside the font.) 

In this particular case the setting has 
been reduced mechanically almost to its 
lowest terms. ‘The chapter number and 
title are in the caps of the body type and 
the type itself is set 12 on 14 point, which 
automatically takes care of the leading. 
The only factor that could possibly intro- 
duce complications is the initial, and this 
can be handled easily enough by allowing 
for the width of the letter in the first three 
lines and then cutting off the slugs to fit. 
The mechanical side of the matter is 
stressed here with particular view to the 
question of cost. 

The strength and simplicity of the treat- 
ment will be apparent even from this 
partial showing. It is strong enough so 
that it would still be effective if the head- 
ing were reduced to the roman numeral 
alone. It is, in fact, about as satisfactory 
a style as there is of treating the plain 
roman numeral heading, the three-line in- 
itial being sufficient to “carry” the page. 
Due to the white space surrounding them 
and the effect of the initial, the capitals in 
the two lines of the heading appear to be 
almost a full size larger than those in the 
first line of the text—an effect which is 
purely optical, as may be proved by cov- 
ering up the initial. 

With a face like Old Style No. 1,* in 
which the capitals are weak, this treatment 
would call for the use of Caslon or some 
other related type for the two display 
lines; otherwise it is practically ‘“‘fool- 
proof” and can be adapted to almost any 
face, whether old style or modern. The

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chapter title can be carried over in the 
same setting as a running head and the 
whole body of the book, except for foot- 
notes and incidental matter, produced from 
a single font. 

There is one technical consideration 
worth noting in connection with the 
dropped head, and that is the extent to 
which it should be dropped. This is a mat- 
ter in which every shop follows its own 
practice. In some plants it is handled so 
that the top line of the heading lines with 
the first line of the body page—i. e., with 
the first text line, not the running head; 
in others it is dropped from a sixth to a 
third or more of the page depth. 

One cannot definitely set down any par- 
ticular method as standard, for there are 
too many different elements to consider, 
among them that of personal taste and 
opinion. The heading, when it breaks on 
a right hand page, may come opposite a 
page that is half or three-quarters white 
space, and theoretically there should be 
enough white space above it to preserve 
some rough sort of balance. ‘The safest 
way is to shape it according to the size and 
shape of the page and do what /ooks right 
for the particular book in hand. As in so 
many other typographic matters, the eye is 
the final judge. 

The specimen at the lower left shows a 
style of heading in which the running title 
is kept at the top of the page the same as 
in the full body pages. This is the logical 
style to follow when the running title is 
given a rule treatment, as otherwise there 
is too marked a break between the pages 
containing the chapter headings and the 
rest of the book. Where the running title 
is a plain line of type, it is better simply 
omitted, as in the page above. ‘This treat- 
ment has the advantage of preserving a 
definite marginal scheme thruout the book. 

This setting has been worked out with 
the novel chiefly in mind, more particu- 
larly the novel which does not call for any 
special typographic treatment to accord 
with the text. Some novels obviously de- 
mand an old style face; others quite as 
obviously should be set in a modern; but 
there are a great many in which the choice 
is indeterminate. For all this general 


class of work, Caslon among the old styles 
and Scotch among the moderns are the 
safe and logical choices as being adapted 
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to the widest range of work. The Original 
Old Style page, which has much more dig- 
nity and type character, would be suitable 
for fiction of the less ephemeral sort, but 
it would not have the general applicability 
of the Scotch in the fictional field as a 
whole. 

As shown here, this page (exclusive of 
the initial) calls for two sizes of type, the 
11% and the 12 point. It could, how- 
ever, very easily be brought within a 
single font by setting the numeral in the 
caps and the chapter title in the italic up- 
per and lower case of the 11% point. 
Other variations will doubtless suggest 
themselves. 

(It should be understood with all these 
pages that they are intended primarily as 
suggestions which can be adopted to meet 
individual requirements. ) 

Here again the body matter is set on a 
14 point body, so that the leading is taken 
care of as the type is cast. 

Due to the effect of the running head, 
this page does not require so strong or 
prominent an initial as the first specimen, 
and the two-line letter is sufficient to give 
the conventional note of accent. A high 
(or “stick-up’’) initial followed by caps or 
small caps would be a logical alternative. 

The subject of initials for book work 
is worth a little consideration in itself. 
Every print shop has an accumulation of 
these letters which are used as occasion 
demands, often without any regard what- 
ever to their appropriateness or to whether 
or not they line with the type—the result 
being that in altogether too many instances 
they have the appearance of being simply 
thrown in to fill up a space in the body 
matter and do not belong to the page at all. 
By pulling proofs of these letters and try- 
ing them out with specimen sheets show- 
ing different faces and sizes of type, it is 
a comparatively easy matter to work out 
harmonious combinations which will line 
correctly. Old style initials should be 
used with old style types and modern with 
modern types—a principle that would 
hardly need stating if it were not so fre- 
quently violated. 

In our Scotch and Bodoni Book speci- 
mens the initials were cast on the machine 
in the 30 point size of each face and then 
“cut in.” To secure exact fitting, the text 
lines were cast with the matrix of the in- 
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itial reversed so as to leave a blank of 
identical width. Not every shop, how- 
ever, is equipped to produce initials on the 
machine in the large sizes. In the first 
specimen the initial is a 42 point foundry 
titling letter. Incidentally, it would seem 
worth the while of the publisher, if he has 
no adequate stock of initials, to buy a set 
or two from the founders in sizes to fit 
certain definite type combinations. 


Decorative initials can, of course, be 
obtained from the type founders and com- 
posing machine manufacturers, and can be 
used to give variety and ornamental qual- 
ity. They should be carefully chosen to 
harmonize in color and weight of line with 
the types with which they will be used. 
Ornamental initials can also be “built up” 
from type “flowers” or ornaments, either 
hand or machine. 


The third specimen (upper right) shows 
a style that is rather more specialized than 
either of the others. It makes use of a 
decorative headband which presumably is 
taken from the title page of the book and 
used above the chapter headings thruout, 
thus maintaining a certain unity of typo- 
graphic effect. Rules (particularly Ox- 
ford rules), bands of type flowers, and 
drawn headpieces can frequently be picked 
up from the title page in this manner. The 
latter two are characteristic of many books 
of the Colonial or Georgian period, in 
which they were often employed very 
clumsily and with more regard for for- 
mality than beauty of effect. 

This general style of heading, by the 
way, with headband and built-up initial 
derived from the title page, is interestingly 
exemplified in Mr. Updike’s book, “In the 
Day’s Work,” lately published by the Har- 
vard University Press. 

The heading here, in conjunction with 
the rest of the page, has been worked out 
somewhat in the Bodoni manner, with the 
italic capitals, the high initial, and the wide 
leading as contributing elements. The 
wide leading, it may be said, was done pur- 
posely in order to demonstrate the effect 
of the Bodoni Book when so used—a point 
which was brought up in a previous article.* 
Few other faces can stand being so widely 
opened up without going to pieces. For 
ordinary purposes a 2 point leading is suf-

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ficient—the Bodoni should never be used 
with less than that. 

The page as a whole is rather cold, a 
quality that is characteristic of much of 
Bodoni’s own work, and is more sophis- 
ticated in effect than any of the others. 
The setting is best adapted to impersonal 
and contemporaneous subjects, altho cer- 
tain types of modern novel come within its 
scope. Letterspaced small capitals or ro- 
man capitals are alternatives to the italic. 

Here again both the heading and body 
matter (exclusive of the initial) are pro- 
duced from a single font. The headpiece 
was cast on the machine from two matrix 
slides, as noted in the specifications. 

Rather than go further with ornamental 
styles of heading, which are susceptible of 
almost unlimited variation, we have re- 
turned in the fourth and last specimen to 
an essential simplicity of treatment and 
have shown a Caslon page with the chap- 
ter numeral and title set large in upper 
and lower case. ‘There is no initial, but 
the first word of the text is set in caps and 
small caps. This page is worth noting as 
an example of what can be accomplished 
by the very simple expedient of using a 
large size of the body face. ‘To carry out 
the effect in the other body pages, the 
running head—copy permitting—could be 
similarly set in the 21 or 18 point. 

An interesting variation of this treat- 
ment appeared in a recent Harper volume, 


“Lottery,’ by W. E. Woodward. The 
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text was in Old Style No. 1, set leaded, 
with a two-line Caslon initial at the be- 
ginning of each chapter; a small cap nu- 
meral of the body type indicated the chap- 
ter section; and the chapter number and 
title were set in upper and lower case of 
a large size Caslon, with both lines pulled 
out flush to the left. The style was car- 
ried out in the running heads, which con- 
sisted of book and chapter titles drawn in 
to the inner corners of the pages, with the 
folios at the outer corners. 

Considered as a piece of manufacturing, 
this book was in no wise different from 
hundreds of others. It was made interest- 
ing simply by the handling of these few 
display lines, which gave zest and charac- 
ter to an otherwise rather monotonous 
setting and incidentally emphasized the 
humor of the journalese chapter titles. 
Mr. Knopf’s books almost always have 
some similar distinguishing touch; they are 
not only readable but they have typo- 
graphic individuality. It is gratifying to 
note that a number of the younger pub- 
lishing firms are working along the same 
lines. 

No one expects the ordinary trade edi- 
tion book to be a typographic masterpiece, 
but it can very easily be made good in- 
stead of commonplace, often by typographic 
expedients that are almost absurdly simple. 
And one does not have to be an Updike 
or a Rogers to do it; a little type sense 
will suffice.

Canadian Publishers Hold Their 
Annual Meeting 


At the recent annual meeting of the Pub- 
lishers’ Section of the Toronto Board 
of Trade, which is virtually the Canadian 
Publishers’ Association, S. B. Watson, 
manager of the Canadian branch of 
Thomas Nelson & Sons, was re-elected 
chairman, with F. F. Appleton of Hodder 
& Stoughton, vice-chairman and an execu- 
tive committee composed of Thomas Allen, 
Hugh S. Eayrs, president of the Macmillan 
Co. of Canada; S. B. Gundy, manager of 
the Oxford University Press; J. McClel- 
land, McClelland & Stewart, Limited; 
G. J. McLeod of G. J. McLeod, Limited ; 
T. F. Pike, manager Longmans, Green & 
Co., and E. W, Walker, Ryerson Press. 
In his review of the year’s work, Mr. 
Watson referred to the efforts which had 
been made to secure the removal of the 
sales tax on books. These were successful 
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to the extent of having the tax removed 
from all school books and books sold to 
public libraries, and it was hoped that, as 
the result of representations made in De- 
cember that total exemption for books 
would be obtained. 

“The copyright situation in Canada 
seems to be more satisfactory on the whole 
than in the recent past;” stated Mr. Wat- 
son. “We find, after taking counsel’s 
opinion, that the present copyright act 
gives a publisher who has legitimately ac- 
quired the Canadian market of a copyright 
work the privilege of regulating the im- 
portation of all copies. In the past a pub- 
lisher’s efforts to popularize a book by 
means of advertising have often been frus- 
trated by the illegal importation of copies 
in which he had no commercial interest. 
It is encouraging to find, however, that the 
customs department has, of its own initi- 
ative, prepared the necessary forms and de- 
vised the appropriate machinery to put an 
end to this state of affairs.” 

A useful piece of work was done by a 
committee which drew up a_ standard 
glossary of trade terms and notations for 
the Canadian book-trade. ‘This it was 
hoped would do much to facilitate correct 
reporting on uncompleted orders. An 
interesting experiment was the production 
of a combined catalog of publications for 
the holiday trade, in which some half dozen 
members of the section participated. If re- 
ports as to the value of the catalog were 
anything like as satisfactory as one was led 
to expect, a larger and better catalog would 
be issued next fall, in which every Cana- 
dian publisher would be represented. 


Old Books with New Titles

Out-of-Door Year 
, NUMBER of national agencies are 


cooperating to impress the people of 

this country with the importance of 
recreation and outdoor life, and there are 
many indications that publishers are going 
to get strongly back of the outdoor book 
in full cooperation with the program laid 
down in the Year Round Book Campaign. 
It has been suggested that March 2ist, 
coming on Saturday, would be an ideal 
time to open such a campaign for a wider 
appreciation of what books can mean to 
the out-of-door person, and, with a good 
strong emphasis on all sides, the interest 
can be carried well around thru the sum- 
mer. 

Such promotion can divide itself into 
different points of emphasis, each opening 
up possibilities of displays and appeals to 
varying groups of readers. First comes 
the appeal of the Garden Time, for the 
interest in preparing the garden begins 
even before the ground can be turned; in 
fact, people are much more likely to read 
about gardening in the month or so before 
they can get out-of-doors to be at it. There 
are books on the planning of the garden 
and practical books on continuous working 
programs; there are books on the flowers 
for the garden, vegetables for the garden, 
and the general layout of the home 
grounds. Attractive window displays can 
be easily arranged by cooperating with the 
dealers who are selling seeds or garden 
tools. 
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Next in mind comes the great appeal of 
Nature Books, the market for which has 
steadily increased for twenty-five years 
since the pioneers such as Neltje Blanchan, 
Mrs. Dana, Chester Reed and Schuyler 
Mathews came into the field and demon- 
strated how the book could help the lover 
of nature. Such books make an especially 
beautiful window display, with volumes on 
birds, trees, wild flowers, butterflies, ani- 
mals, on astronomy and the seashore. The 
interest in these begins when the first May 
flower is found in the woods and the first 
bluebird in the tree and continues until 
vacations are over. 

The Playtime Book is another extensive 
field, the list of which has been steadily 
and effectively increasing in the last few 
years. The bookseller has the responsibility 
of demonstrating by advertising to his 
community that the coming of_out-of-door 
life does not mean the end of book interest, 
but that books can bring an intensification 
of the enjoyment of out-of-door life. There 
are a hundred people who camp and tramp 
during the summer to ten who did it a 
generation ago, and for them there are a 
score of excellent, practical books. The 
literature of fishing has been greatly en- 
riched lately, as well as that of sailing 
and of small boats. Golf and tennis have 
a splendid literature, readable and informa- 
tive, and so also have athletics in general. 

With a good beginning in March, there 
can be an auxiliary emphasis aroused on 
this whole subject by cooperating with the 
national promotion of health books in 
April, as the best sort of preventative medi- 
cine is out-of-door life. From that time 
on a counter of nature books and a varying 
display can be a five months’ feature of 
bookselling business in a period when the 
bookseller needs new ideas and has time to 
develop them.

Books at the Motor Boat Show 


‘THE Polytechnic & Commercial Book 

Center of 17 W. 42nd St. was among 
the exhibitors at the 20th annual Motor 
Boat Show held January 2 to 10 at the 
Grand Central Palace, a most courageous 
experiment for a small retail shop. A 
small separate booth held the exhibit of 
titles which covered the field of boating 
and marine engineering. The books chosen 
were not only for the engineer, but also 
for the yachtsman, fisherman, sportsman, 
and reader of sea stcries. The two books 
that attracted more attention than any 
others whether technical or sporting were, 
“Small Boat Sailing” by E. F. Knight and 
the “Complete Yachtman.” On account 
of the limited time to make arrangements, 
only local New York publishers were 
represented.. The houses of E. P. Dutton 
& Co., Norman W. Henley and John 
Wiley & Sons contributed most of the ex- 
hibit, with a few titles from other pub- 
lishers. 
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The Retailer Comes Into His Own

WING tto the rising cost of com- 

modity distribution, marked activity 

has been evinced at the national 
capital. Not only the national business 
organizations with headquarters at Wash- 
ington, such as the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States, are investigating, but 
several Departments of the government, 
including the Department of Agriculture, 
have launched permanent, continuing pro- 
grams to analyze the various phases of dis- 
tributive practice. 

The alarm over the mounting overhead 
of merchandising, is the means, at last, of 
enabling the American retailer to get a 
rightful share of the government’s research 
and advisory service. Up to this time the 
interests of retailers have been neglected in 
the trade-building efforts of the govern- 
ment. 

Attention to Domestic Trade 

With the expansion of the work of the 
Department of Commerce, millions of dol- 
lars have been expended to assist manu- 
facturers in the solution of their produc- 
tion and sales problems; with not so much 
as a sop to distributors. As tho to empha- 
size the partiality, hundreds of thousands 
of dollars have been appropriated each year 
for the exploration of foreign markets and 
the extension of export trade, while not a 
dollar could be obtained for the expansion 
of domestic trade. And this, despite the 
fact that the volume of domestic trade is 
twelve times the export trade. 

In justice to Secretary Hoover it should 
be said that, from the day he assumed office 
he sought to have home trade share with 
the international interchange in Federal 
aid. Congress demurred at making an 
appropriation with the excuse that com- 
mercial bodies and trade associations and 
private agencies were doing so much to 
perfect and stimulate domestic trade that 
there was really no need for the govern- 
ment to intrude. Then came the jolt over 
the increasing cost of distribution. The 
Joint Congressional Commission of Agri- 


cultural Inquiry originally revealed the 
acute situation. Study of the consequences 
of the high rates for rail transportation 
emphasized the point. 

The outcome was the creation of the 
Division of Domestic Commerce as a sec- 
tion of the U. S. Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce, which last is, in turn, 
a branch of the Department of Commerce. 
Altho the project was launched more than 
a year ago, it has been necessary to build 
an organization from the ground up, and 
the new unit is just getting into its stride. 
Desirous of analyzing those phases of dis- 
tributive problems which are occasioning 
the most worry to the distributors them- 
selves, the new Division has established 
close relations with a large number of 
trade organizations. Most of the leading 
national associations of retailers have ap- 
pointed special committees to maintain con- 
tact with the new institution. 

Several reasons have combined to bring 
especial attention to retail problems. The 
Domestic Commerce Division started with 
the modest annual expense account of $50,- 
000 and it was desired to focus on projects 
which, while thoroly practical in applica- 
tion, would yield the greatest results for 
the amount of money available. 


New Problems To Be Studied 


With an eye to its sparse operating 
funds, and to the Congressional conception 
of retailers’ self-sufficiency, the directors 
have adopted a rigid policy as to the retail 
issues to be examined. The rule is, unless 
warranted by special circumstances, they 
will not take up any subjects which have 
been or are being covered adequately by 
the business press, trade associations, and 
other existing agencies. Instead, the new 
bureau will deal with problems which, are 
new, or which have not been attacked by 
the field forces. The Division will investi- 
gate those retail issues, which it has supe- 
rior facilities for investigating in the inter- 
est of authoritative information. 
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Ten retail studies which will keep the 
institution busy until midsummer 1925

The policy of the Domestic Commerce 
Division is to give attention only to gen- 
eral retail problems—that is to questions of 
practice and policy which are applicable to 
practically all retail lines. The only ven- 
tures in specialization will be to carry out 
a project jointly with one of the seventeen 
commodity divisions of the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce. A case 
in point is at hand in the team-play of the 
Domestic Commerce Division and the 
Transportation Division which have united 
for “A Study of Packing in Domes- 
tic Commerce,” to bring about the “rede- 
signing of containers, the more effective use 
of case lining papers and other reforms 
with respect to shipping cases and internal 
packing that will conserve the nation’s re- 
sources of packing material, cut freight 
bills, and reduce the damage in transit due 
to insufficient or improper packing. 


in Retail 


Surveys of Regional Marketing Areas 

Dividing attention at the Division of 
Domestic Commerce with the retail studies 
already mentioned is a second series of re- 
search projects which, tho not designed 
solely for the benefit of retailers, are likely 
to prove as enlightening to booksellers as 
any of the surveys which are exclusively re- 
tail in scope. The balance comprises sur- 
veys of regional marketing areas. The idea 
is to survey, one after another, the logical 
distributive sectors of the United States, 
pivoting the analysis in each instance on a 
metropolitan city which has measurable ter- 
titory tributary to it ina commercial sense. 





Several of these pamphlets have already been re- 
printed and discussed in the Publishrs’ Weekly. 
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The idea of the Division is that there 
is imperfect understanding of the extent to 
which geographical and social conditions 
and other factors dictate the trading sweep 
of a marketing center. For example: 
The Philadelphia district was chosen as the 
scene of the first regional survey while At- 
lanta, Georgia, was selected for the second. 
Philadelphia, allowing for its hold on an 
extensive agricultural and mining region, 
faces the competition of other cities for 
wholesale and retail trade—New York on 
the one side, Baltimore on the other. At- 
lanta, by contrast, exemplifies the market 
place secure in the consumer demand not 
only of her own urban population but like- 
wise of a scattered populace, thruout the 
several southeastern States which she clear- 
ly dominates. Other marketing areas slated 
for early survey—Seattle, for instance,— 
will exemplify yet other types of markets 
or main distributive outlets. 


Decrease in Distributive Cost 

In the regional market surveys, as in the 
retail studies above mentioned, the policy 
of the Domestic Commerce staff is to se- 
cure information by means of personal 
interviews with merchants hardly using 
the questionnaire method at all. For each 
successive regional survey an experienced 
market analyst is selected who, with his 
corps of field men, spends enough time in 
the territory to chart its characteristics 
completely. It should be remembered that 
the underlying purpose of each of these 
district inventories is to ascertain the pur- 
chasing power of the particular area. In 
consequence, extended attention is given to 
various intangible factors, distribution of 
foreign-speaking population, merchandising 
and advertising methods, and other local 
or native elements that have heretofore had 
scant attention in market surveys. 

We are promised it will be clearly estab- 
lished by the market surveys, (extending 
over a period of years) that, from a mer- 
chandising standpoint, it is possible and 
common to find cities within a city. In- 
deed, the map of purchasing power in 
Philadelphia, when made public early in 
the new year, will show the city divided 
into five characteristic and homogeneous 
subdivisions, each requiring distinct and 
appropriate treatment if its maximum pur- 
chasing capacity is to be developed. This

entire project is not designed merely to 
stimulate trade in the respective belts. ‘The 
ultimate objective is contributary to what 
the Domestic Commerce Division accounts 
“the biggest problem now facing the coun- 
try,” viz., decrease in costs of distributing 
merchandise. 

Some of the projects which the Division 
has undertaken in recognition of its obli- 
gations to manufacturers and jobbers have 
slants that extend into the retail domain. 
This is the case in a trio of studies of sales 
problems, the respective topics being Sales 
Territories, Sales Quotas and Salesmen’s 
Compensation. ‘The Domestic Commerce 
office is also slated to devote considerable 
time to a study of the shortcomings of the 
present system of warehousing, to the lack 
of proper attention to seasonal purchasing, 
and to idle stock. 

Communications have been received from 
a number of business men asking that the 
Domestic Commerce Division enter upon 
an impartial study of the advantages and 
disadvantages of small order buying or 
hand-to-mouth purchasing, so called—a 
practice, by the by, that the Domestic 
Commerce people are convinced is here to 
stay. This subject is, however, so bound 
up with the larger subject of turnover that 
no decision will be made until Congress 
has given answer to the plea for an in- 
crease of $25,000 in the annual allowance 
ror the operation of the Division. 


German Book Exhibit 


‘THE great exhibit of German book pro- 

duction covering 10,000 volumes pro- 
duced during the last ten years is to be 
brought to New York about the middle of 
the month and shown at Columbia Uni- 
versity. This is a cooperative exhibit 
representing the whole German _book- 
trade and was brought over for the special 
purpose of showing it at the American 
Library Association meeting at Chicago on 
January tst-10oth. The exhibit is worth 
the careful study of those who are inter- 
ested in book production as well as those 
who are interested in the literary output of 
Germany. A librarian from the Bavarian 
State Library in Munich and three book 
experts from Germany are in attendance 
to give any information desired. 
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The Best Books— A New Census 


THE making of “best books”’ lists, which 

Sir John Lubbock started a number of 
years ago, has been continued steadily ever 
since and has become almost epidemic in 
the last few years. Asa Don Dickinson, li- 
brarian of the University of Pennsylvania, 
has endeavored, in a book just published by 
Doubleday, “One Thousand Best Books,” 
to get a real consensus of expert opinion. 
He did this by taking all the lists he found 
to be the most helpful, from Lubbock on, 
and throwing them into one tabulation, 
well printed, with descriptive notes, nam- 
ing a thousand books. 

The introduction to Mr. Dickinson’s 
volume describes the lists used, over 60 in 
number. Some of these have been short 
estimates, such as Dean Farrar’s twelve 
best books, the names of the American au- 
thors in the Hall of Fame, Professor 
Phelps’ fifteen best novels, printed two 
years ago, etc. Among other longer lists, 
taken into consideration, are those of Rob- 
inson Smith’s ““T'wo Hundred and Fifty 
World Classics,” which was first printed 
in the Publishers’ Weekly in July, 1921, 
a list of “A Family Library of Two Hun- 
dred Books,” prepared by one of the edi- 
tors of the Publishers’ Weekly and used in 
connection with an exhibit at the National 
Arts Club in New York, a list of “Two 
Hundred Books for a Home Library,” 
prepared by the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs and printed last year in 
the Publishers’ Weekly, the lists of “The 
Bookman’s Manual” by Bessie Graham, 
which, as Mr. Dickinson says, “is very 
valuable as a key to the present-day taste 
of the book-buying public.” 

As the editors of these various lists have 
approached the problem from various points 
of view, it is not surprising that there has 
been great variety of inclusion, and no 
book is on more than half of the lists. 
First in endorsement come various plays of 
Shakespeare, then “Ivanhoe,” then “Don 
Quixote,” Dante, “David Copperfield,” 
Homer, “Pilgrim’s Progress,” ‘Robinson 
Crusoe,” “Vicar of Wakefield,” and so on 
until the final inclusion of those that have 
me endorsement of but two of the many 
ists. 

These books are reindexed by subject 


and by author, and another index of au- 
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thors is arranged by date, starting with the 
Bible and Homer and ending with Lytton 
Strachey and Hendrik Van Loon. The 
summary shows 24 authors wrote before 
Christ, 27 scattered thru the first fifteen 
centuries, 22 in the sixteenth, 34 in the 
seventeenth, 87 in the eighteenth and 257 
in the nineteenth. 


A Bible Study List 


HE General Federation of Women’s 

Clubs in its bulletin for 1924-26 has 
published an introduction on the Study 
of the Bible as Literature prepared by 
Carolyn E. Whitney, followed by a bibli- 
ography of the books required in the course. 
Booksellers and librarians should get in 
touch with the local organization fof help- 
ful cooperation in this broadly visioned 
program. Included in the list of books 
for parallel study with the Bible is a new 
book by Isabella Reid Buchanan entitled 
‘Women of the Bible.” Mrs. Buchanan 
is the Advisor of Biblical Literature for the 
General Federation of Women’s Clubs and 
her book will undoubtedly command atten- 
tion from the members of this organization.

made by Dr. Paul H. Nystrom, director 
of the Retail Research Association and 
well-known author of books on business. 
In the house organ of the Union Trust 
Company of Cleveland, he estimates the 
totals as follows:

Swiss Book Printing 
"T HERE has been held recently a Christ- 


mas Exhibition at the London School 
of Printing of the specimens of the best 


Continental printing which its principal, 
E. R. Riddell, brought back from a Con- 
tinental tour. Altho technical institutes 
abroad are more imposing than the Brit- 
ish, Mr. Riddell did not find the extensive 
plant or the large enrolments of the Lon- 
don school. In Switzerland he found a 
machine with a keyboard like a typewriter. 
When the operator has completed a line 
it is inked, and when a page has been com- 
pleted an impression is taken on special 
paper, which, after developing, becomes the 
negative to be photographically printed on 
to the machine plate. We hear that a 
book is being printed for an English pub- 
lisher by this method. 


Pickwick $3500 


HE library of a country book collector 

was sold last week. ‘There were some 
very choice things in it, and quite a gath- 
ering of dealers and book collectors were 
present at the sale which took place at 
Sotheby’s. There were several copies of 
the original part of the ‘Pickwick Papers’’ 
put up, and one set actually fetched £700. 


An Author and Bookselling 


UCH comment has been made in 

book-trade circles on the action of 
an author, whose writings are very well 
known. Beatrice Chase, who lives at 
Widdicombe-in-the-Moor, South Devon, 
has just published a new book, “Devon 
and Heaven,” and announces that she in- 
tends to sell it only thru the post and to 
the numerous visitors (sometimes one hun- 
dred in a day) who call upon her during 
the summer. She alleges that while the 
booksellers have made from 35 to 40 per 
cent profit on the sale of her books she has 
only received 1214 to 15 per cent. Mean- 
while, C. G. Jowett, a Torquay member 
of the Associated Booksellers of Great 
Britain and Ireland, contends that the pub- 
lic will be paying as regards number of 
pages and quality of production for 
“Devon and Heaven” more than they have 
done for previous works by Miss Chase, 
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and that much of the 35 or 40 per cent to 
which Miss Chase refers goes in selling 
expenses.

BLASCO IBANEZ is getting a great 

deal of publicity in connection with 
the publication of his latest work “Al- 
phonse XIII Démasqué: La ‘Terreur 
Militariste en Espagne.” He has been 
summoned to appear before the Spanish 
authorities. No copies of the work are 
allowed to come into England, and it is 
rapidly becoming a book much sought 
after, and high prices are being offered for 
it. A few copies of it are known to be 
here, but every effort is being made to dis- 
cover them in the mails, and they are, 
when found, immediately destroyed. We 
see from the title-page of the edition pub- 
lished by Ernest Flammarion of Paris that 
the book has been translated into French.

It was in a summer house of a garden here 
that he wrote the last line of his famous 
history, and here, too, he composed his fa- 
mous ‘‘Memoirs.”

W. Robinson and descriptions of the 
Ehrardt Faust collection at Yale Univer- 
sity, and the Flach collection of the Uni- 


versity of Missouri and the several collec- 
tions in the University of Texas. 


ALDEN POND, in the town of 

Concord, Mass., is a small pond, only 
a trifle over sixty acres in area, but it was 
beloved by Emerson and Hawthorne, and 
the rest of the Concord literary group, 
most of all by Thoreau whose writings 
gave it world-wide fame. ‘The State of 
Massachusetts has created the Walden 
Pond Reservation and it will now become 
a perpetual memorial of the distinguished 
group associated with it. 


‘THE library of Brown University re- 
cently held an exhibition of its books 
and portraits relating to John Milton. 
Many years ago, thru a purchase in Lon- 
don, Brown laid the foundation of an ex- 
cellent library of critical works concerning 
Milton. In later years the university has 
paid particular attention to the collection 
of important editions of Milton and, so 
far as possible, first editions. Professor 
Walter G. Bronson, the head of the Eng- 
lish department, is a distinguished Milton 
scholar, and has been active in building up 
the Milton collection during the last quar- 
ter of a century. Several volumes in the 
John Carter Brown Library associated 
with the university made it unnecessary to 
acquire some of the rarest Miltoniana. 


PROFESSOR JOHN C. GERIG of 

Columbia recently urged an organized 
survey of the rapidly growing public li- 
braries of the United States in order that 
hidden treasures in the form of rare col- 
lections of books, letters and manuscripts, 
which may have been unnoticed, may be 
brought to light and made available. Pro- 
fessor Gerig pointed out that notable dis- 
coveries have recently been made in the 
libraries of Columbia University, Uni- 
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versity of Michigan and Leland Stantord 
University. Frank H. Chase of the Bos- 
ton Public Library is of the opinion that 
important discoveries are more likely to be 
made in college and university libraries 
than in city public libraries. 


HE current issue of The Library con- 

tains an article by Alfred W. Pollard 
on “The Building-up of the British Mu- 
seum Collection of Incunabula.” The in- 
stitution now has 9,850 different editions 
of books printed before 1501, which have 
come to it entirely by free gift or pur- 
chase. It did not acquire large numbers 
of incunabula at the suppression of the 
monasteries, as did many European libra- 
ries. Mr. Pollard reviews the various ac- 
cessions from the Edwards, Sloans, Henry 
VII, Solomon de Costa, Cracheroda, 
Banks, George III, Grenville, Huth and 
other gifts. Michael Sadleir contributes to 
this number an interesting paper on “An- 
thony Trollope and His Publishers”; M. 
St. Clare Byrne discusses ‘Thomas 
Churchyard’s Spelling”; R. W. Chapman 
writes on “Cancel Leaves” and G. H. 
Hobson presents a short title list of books 
beund for Thomas Maoli. 


‘THE library of Miss Florence Stur- 

divant of Boston, consisting of rare 
and valuable books and manuscripts, with 
additions, will be sold at the American Art 
Galleries January 20 and 21. This col- 
lection of 615 lots contains a very wide 
range of rarities, comprising masterpieces 
of printing, illumination and binding from 
Homer, 1488, to Kelmscott Chaucer, 1896, 
manuscripts from the fourteenth to the 
twentieth century, fine sets, early and mod- 
ern first editions, sporting books and extra- 
illustrated works. The rarer items in- 
clude a sixteenth century Plutarch with a 
Clovis Eve binding executed for Mar- 
guerite de Valois—the example cited by 
Brunet; an original manuscript by John 
Burroughs, “Is It Going to Rain?” 74 
octavo sheets; a first edition of Chapman’s 
translation of Homer, 1611; a collection 
of first editions of Mark Twain; original 
manuscript of Mark Twain’s “Christian 
Science,” 23 pages, quarto; a long series of 
books illustrated by George Cruikshank, 
some with original drawings; first edition 
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of Emerson’s “Nature,” 1836, with a 
sumptuous Zaehnsdorf binding; illumi- 


nated manuscript on vellum of Emerson’s 
“May-Day,” by Alberto Sangorski, in an 
elaborate jewelled binding by Riviére; a 
fine original manuscript and musical score 
of Gounod’s “Jesus of Nazareth,” 22 
pages, small folio; an original leaf from 
Gutenberg’s Bible, 1455, in a Stikeman 
binding; original manuscript of Bret 
Harte’s “Snowbound at Eagles,” 73 quarto 
pages; editio princeps of Homer’s Works, 
printed in Greek type, Florence, 1488; a 
Kelmscott Chaucer in a full white pigskin 
binding executed at the Doves Bindery; a 
collected set of the first editions of Lever; 
a series of rare first editions illustrated by 
Rowlandson in fine bindings; a Second and 
Fourth Folio of Shakespeare; and several 
rare Washington letters and documents.
